The Russians were said to be 
doggedly holding their positions in 
barricaded. streets and smoking 
ruins under shot, shells and bombs 
and the fact that Stalingrad, never 
a fortress city, still held out in 
the thirty-first day of: the battle 
was regarded here as one of the 
greatest testaments to the skill and 
courage of the Red Army. 

The army newspaper Red Star 
said the current fighting was the 
most intense of the battle. 

The Russians also reported Ger- 
man attacks led only to reverses 
on four other sectors of the far- 
flung front, in the Sinyavino area 
on the Volkhov River east of Len- 
ingrad; at Voronezh; southwest of 
Novorossisk, and in the Mozdok 
region of the Central Caucasus. 

Soviet troops repulsed several at- 
tacks over night in the Stalingrad 
area and increased to more than 
13,000 the roll of invaders killed in 
the last four days, Soviet reports 
said,

The nation, the aid to Secretary 
of the Navy Knox continued, is 
hampered by economic pressure 
groups in which he said he could 
find no “spirit of sacrifice,” and 
also by persons who, misled by “the 
amiable self-deception of using per- 
centages” about munitions produc- 
tion, assume that “we can’t lose 
the war.”

He spoke precisely and carefully, 
however, frequently tipping back 
in his chair and balancing himself 
by holding the edge of the table. 
He gestured with a pencil as he 
spoke, and occasionally paused to 
jot notes on a block of paper. 

Veteran policemen described him 
as “the coldest codfish we ever 
saw.” 

When the stenographer’s notes 
of his confession had been type- 
written, he carefully read the nine 
pages, correcting minor gram- 
matical errors. At the point where 
he had said he owed his father 
$640, he crossed out that sum and 
interlined $360. 

Phone Call Explained. 

In his confession, Nash cleared 

up the mystery of a telephone call 


his father made from a booth: at 
the Shangri-La restaurant, 6600 
Watson road, 

That call was the object of po- 
lice investigation yesterday, be- 
cause the elder Nash had remarked 
to his wife when he returned to 
their table, “We have time to eat,” 
indicating that he had made an ap- 
pointment with whoever murdered 
them. s | 

Young Nash said his father had, 
telephoned him, asking him to. call 
for his parents at the restaurant. 

Robert picked them up and they 
drove out into the county, with 
Robert driving and his parents in 
the rear séat. | 

Then he told about how they be- 
gan quarreling about Robert's debts 
and his habit of remaining out late 
at night. That argument had been 
going on for more than six months, 
Robert said. 

He owed his father $360 which 
had been lost in the son’s electrical 
contracting business, and owed 
eharge accounts at stores, some of 
which his father had been required 
to pay, young Nash said. 

His parents also objected to Rob- 
ert’s eccentric habit of working 
far into the night at a warehouse 
where he kept his equipment, and 
upbraided him for spending money 
on “dates,” picture shows and bowl- 


ing. 

. “Pretty Good Fight.” 

The argument became more and 
more bitter, he related, until he 
and his father began their fist 
fight. 

“It was a pretty good fight,” he 
remarked casually, displaying 4 
skinned knuckle on his right hand. 

“In your scuffle with your 
mother, did she grab your hair? 
he was asked. 

“Yes,” Nash said, “and it was 
fond clutched in her hand when. 
the body was found.” 

He said he hit 
the ax “approximately five or six 
times,” and struck his mother 
“many blows” with it. An exam- 
ination of Mrs. Nash’s body re- 
vealed about 30 ax wounds. 

Takes Father's Money. | 

As calmly as if he were relating 
thé plot of a movie, young Nash 
said he took his father’s billfold,. 
removed $20 or $25 from it, and 
threw the billfold into the bushes 
at the side of the road. 

He stuffed his father’s body, face 
down, into the trunk, and 
crammed his mother’s body on the 
floor between the front and rear 
seats of their light club coupe. 

Then he carefully wiped off the

ax blade with a piece of striped 
awning material the family had 
been using while moving furniture 
to their new home, placed the ax 
on the floor beside his mother, and 
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NASH pretending to look for blood spots on McKnight road, 


north of Clayton road, where, 


killed his parents. LIEUT. DIRRANE is at the left. 


he at first told police, he had 


covered her with the canvas. 

Although the tip of his moth- 
er’s left ring finger had been am- 
putated and was found in the 
trunk with Nash’s body, Robert 
said he did not remember any- 
thing about that, and denied tak- 
ing’ hig mother’s $300 diamond 
wedding ring. 

He then washed and changed his 
clothes at the apartment. A pool 
of blood had dripped from. the 
automobile into the gutter when he 
went back. outside, ke sald. Police 
found the blood there this morn- 
ing. 

He drove to a filling station on 
Chippewa street, parked the “car 
at the curb, and bought two gal- 
lons of gasoline in a can, he re- 
lated. 

After putting that in the ma- 
chine, he drove to a filling sta- 
tion at. Eleventh street and Del- 
mar boulevard, purchased 10 more 
gallons -of gasoline, and _ then 
crossed MacArthur Bridge and 
headed north on United States | 
Highway 66. 

His blood-stained clothing, which 
he had brought with him, he threw 
out of the machine about 30 miles 
north of East St. Louis, he said. 

At this point he also threw away 
his mother’s purse, in which he 
said he found “nothing but a hand- 
ful of mills.” 

Along the route the left rear tire 
went flat, he continued. He re- 
moved the tire; but did not put 
on the spare tire from the trunk, 
because his father’s body was in 
the way. 

After driving on the rim for 
about 20 miles, however, he did put 
oh the spare. That, too, went flat 
about a mile south of Springfield. 
He drove through the town on the 
rim, but at a point about seven 
miles north of Springfield he was 
unable to drive farther. 


When someone asked him why 
it had taken him all night to drive 
to Springfield, which is about 100 
miles from St. Louis, Nash replied, 
“Well, I had things on my mind 
and I was driving slow.” 

Before abandoning the car and 
hitchhiking into Springfield on 
McCue’s coal truck, Nash tore the 
top from a carton of cigarettes in 
the automobile and penciled on it 
a note reading, “Have gone to 
Springfield for tire. Will be back 
soon.” 

McCue took him to-the city lim- 
its of Springfield. He rode into 
town on a bus, he said, and went 


to a hotel, where he ate a break- 
fast of grapefruit juice, two eggs, 
sausages, toast and coffee. 

Tak another bus to the south- 
ern 0 irts of Springfield, he 
hitch-hiked into St. Louis, re- 
deemed his portable typewriter 
from a pawnshop, and went to his 
warehouse, where he wrote two 
“business letters.’ 

Before going home, he stopped 
at a barber shop for a shave and 
was careful to tell the barber he 
was worried because his parents 
had gone out for dinner the night 
before and failed to return. 

» He also telephoned a friend Tues- 
day evening, telling him his parents 
had disappeared and asking if he 
should report it to the police 

His Previous Story, 

Before confessing that. he was 
the murderer, Nash had persisted 
for hours with his earlier version 
that somebody else left the bodies 


parked in front of the apartment. 

His parents went to the Shangri- 
La about 10:30, he said in that 
account of their death, and he 
read for a while at the apartment 
and went to bed. 

“About 3 o’clock in the morning 
T heard the brakes of an automo- 
bile squeal when it stopped in 
front of the apartment,” he re- 
lated. 

“When nobody came in, about 
15 minutes later, I put on some 
clothes and went outside. 

“IT saw my mother’s hand stick- 
ing out the right-hand window. I 
felt it. It was ice cold. I knew 
she was dead. 

Vd had some trouble over my 
debts, and I was afraid somebody 
had killed my mother and was 
trying to frame me. I thought it 
was a ‘plant.’ I didn’t give a 
thought to my father. 

“I put mother’s body on the 
rear floor and drove over the Chip- 
pewa.” From that point on his 
story coincided with his later con- 
fession, although he said he first 
found hig father’s body in the 
trunk when he had the flat tire 
and started to get the spare. 

When he had finished, a detec- 
tive asked him how he felt. 

“I’m hungry,” Nash replied. 

Neighbors of the Nashes de- 
scribed the son’s eccentric beha- 
vior, saying he worked sporadically 
and frequently spent the entire 
hight at the warehouse he rented 
at 2203 Pestalozzi street, moving 
equipment back and forth in an ap- 
parently aimless manner. 

For about six months, they said, 
the elder Nash had been worried 
about his son, and seemed to fear 
him. Young Nash is a husky man, 
weighing about 200 pounds. He 
has a ruddy complexion, with a 
receding chin and thinning blond 
hair.

Evacuation of Refugees Hard 
Problem for Nazis, Reports 
Indicate.

SOMEWHERE IN EUROPE, 
Sept. 24.—Several foreign observers 
in this part of Europe are becom- 
ing inereasingly convinced that the 
continual pounding of Germany’s 
industrial centers by the Royal Air 
Force and American Flying Fort- 
resses during the coming winter 
months could force Germany to its 
knees in a much shorter time than 
is usually believed in Allied circles. 

According to these observers— 
all of whom repeat first-hand in- 
formation from Germany—aAllied 
bombings have affected a far wider 
group in the Nazi community than 
the populations of the bombed 
areas. It can be stated that at 
least 10,000,000 Geymans have been 
directly affected by the Allied 
raids. . 

The evacuation of refugees is 
now becoming a problem which 
may be too’much even for expert 
Nazi administrators. Two thou- 
sand German women and children 
from Karlsruhe, recently arriving 
in the little Baden town of Ler- 
rach, were forced to spend two 
days in the train with the clothes 
they had on at.the time of flight 
before lodgings could be found. ‘ 

According to reports, one of the 
greatest difficulties confronting 
the authorities is where to send 
evacuees. Originally the former 
German eastern border was con- 
sidered safe. ° With the Russians 
now bombing this region the Nazis 
must look elsewhere. Alsace has 
become one of the favorite resorts 
for refugees, The Nazis recently 
sent 15,000 refugees from tie 
Rhine region’ to the town of Col- 
mar, the population of which num- 
bers 40,000. To make a place for 
the newcomers all Alsatians with 
“doubtful” views are being de- 
ported to Germany for a five- 
years’ stay. Hesding the deporta- 
tion lists, according to reliable re- 
ports from Alsace, are those Alsa- 
tians with French decorations.

The total demand for meat is 
27,500,000,000 pounds, against a 
supply of 24 billion, he added. 
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“Under the wartime meat pro- 
gram, civilians will have a supply 
that would usually be regarded as 
normal,” he added. “But now, the 
demand is abnormal because of 
high buying power, coupled with 
a decreasing supply of most things 
to buy. The result is a very high 
demand for meat. 

“If each of us with middle or 
high incomes tries to get all the 
meat he wants, some of us who 
are in war work or for other rea- 
sons can’t get to the meat coun- 
ters early in the day. will have to 
go without. That is not fair.”

Judge Comments, ‘You 
Seem to Recognize No 
Obligation if It Inter- 
feres With Your Wishes’ 


Homer G. Bohan, a member of 
Jehovah's Witnesses sect, was sen- 
tenced to five years in prison, the 
maximum under the law, after he 
pleaded guilty in United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday of refusal 
to report for induction into the 
army. 

Bohan, a strapping, 28-year-old 
former shoe factory worker, told 
Judge John Caskie Collet that he 
intended to continue preaching his 
beliefs “ in prison or out.” He 
told the Court that he did not rec- 
ognize the Government’s author- 
ity to order him to serve in the 
army. 

The defendant in 1940 was classi- 
fied as a conscientious objector by 
local draft board 21, but was re- 
classified as 1A after the board 


Ahad refused Bohan’'s request to be 


listed as an ordained minister. He 
then wrote the board he did not 
intend to report for service, adding, 
“T have an obligation to do the 
Lord’s work and proclaim His mes- 
sage from door to door.” Bohan, 
who lives at 2918A Hebert street, 
appeared in court with a brief case 
full of religious literature. He told 
Judge Collet that no one had ad- 
vised him against going into the 
army, adding that he preferred 
not to be sent to a conscientious 
objectors’ camp, since he did not 
want to mix with people of other 
religious convictions. 

“That’s an unbelievable _ posi- 
tion,” Judge Collet responded. “You 
seem to recognize no obligation to 
your Government if it interferes 
with your wishes.” The Court also 
observed that indeterminate sen- 
tences for the duration of the 
emergency might be a wise means 
of dealing with cases such as Bo-

Philip J. Watson Jr., president of 
the Terminal Railroad Association, 
testifying today in opposition to 
the city’s demand for removal of 
the Levee elevated tracks, said 
that adoption of the city’s plan 
might make the city, owner of the 
competing Douglas MacArthur 


Bridge, a disastrous competitor” 
with the Terminal, and that a 
serious accident would result 
sooner or later from use of surface 
tracks on the Levee as planned by 
the city. His testimony, continued 
from yesterday, was given in the 
sixth day of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission hearing at 
Hotel Coronado, being conducted 
by Examiner G. H. Mattingly. 

“The proopsed location of tracks 
along the wharf,” he said, “unless 
to be inclosed with a fence horse- 
‘high; hog-tight and bull-strong, 
would create a definite menace to 
the lives of throngs of river ex- 
cursionists who cross the area 
morning and evening in the sum- 
mer outing season. The plan con- 
templates heavy grades, with tim- 
ber trestles and mudsills support- 
ing tracks; this would invite 
settling. 

“I confidently predict that, 
should the city’s plan be carried 
out, a serious accident would occur 
by reason of the use of air brakes 
on a train at the foot of one of 
the inclines planned. I cannot 
imagine responsible and experi- 
enced railroad officers being par- 
ties to such a plan. Should it be 
forced on the Terminal, the latter 
should be formally relieved of re- 
sponsibility for the consequences.” 

Says Firm Cannot Bear Cost. 

Watson testified that under its 
inancial setup, the Terminal could 
not raise the money required by 
the city’s plan without a re-financ- 
ing, “and I would not recommend 
re-financing for such a purpose.” 
He said that in the first seven 
months of 1942, the Terminal’s op- 
erating revenue had been approxi- 
mately $8,298,000, and its operating 
expenses $4,912,000, but that other 
expenses had reduced the net profit 
to $1,024,000; and that because of 
this profit, rates to member rail- 
roads were reduced Aug. 1. 

He introduced records to show 
that the terms of the Terminal’s 
$34,000,000 mortgage with the Cen- 
tral Trust Co. of New York pro- 
hibited the Terminal from volun- 
tarily permitting any part of its 
line to be broken. 

He said he had not heard the 
city’s plan fully explained until this 
was done in the testimony of Max 
H. Doyneé, city Director of Public 
Utilities, in the present hearing. 
He said officials of all railroads 
entering St, Louis, including those 
using the city’s Douglas Mac- 
Arthur Bridge, were opposed to the 
plan.

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PAY UP, SHIFTS INCREASED,

Factors in Production Decline Are High Rate 
of Silicosis and Other Diseases and Greater 
Average Age of Miners, Many in 70s.

HE miners are working more 
T shifts than ever on an average. 
‘The wage increases—the most 
recent this summer—have removed 
almost every trace-of discontent in 
this regard. Government indiffer- 
ence has been replaced by the 


Organized labor, as represented 
by the: Miners’- Federation, no 
longer is shouting for shorter 
hours and is even prepared to sac- 
rifice many safeguards gained in 
its century-long struggle with the 
producers. The favorite clubroom 
target of any difficulties in these 
areas —the Communist party — is 
leading a most strenuous campaign 
among its not. inconsiderable fol- 
lowing for increased coal produc- 
tion. - 

The situation, in short, repre- 
sents a complete reverse of all 
classic. economic theories, but the 
grim central fact is this: coal pro- 
duction: is still going down. 

Faced by this unusual complex, 
conservative elements have begun 
an attack on the miners them- 
selves, an attack which appears 
unjustified from the conversations 
of these workers at the pitheads, 
in village streets, or in their neat, 
well-kept, graystone houses that 
are so typical of these valleys. The 
miners bitterly resent the criticism 
for the most part. 

“These men are working as hard 
as anybody,” said one who was 
waiting to draw his week’s wages. 


Reasons for Absenteeism. 

It is admitted that there is a 
proportion of slackers. It is ad- 
mitted that they are also chiefly 
the younger men, for the most part 
unmarried, but that absenteeism is 
about the same in the coal indus- 
try as in others. There seems to 
be no reason to single out the 
miners for criticism on 
ground, 

One explanation was “income 
tax.” A grimy elder statesman of 
the pits insisted that this was re- 
sponsible for some cases. The men 
earnéd as much as they required 
for living in a period when money 
buys little, beyond rationed goods, 
and then stopped for the week. 
Moré plausible, however, is the 
story of another worker. Some of. 
those whc absent themselves from 
work, he said, ‘are partly disabled 
or ill. The coal industry has the 
highest percentage of any British 
industry in this regard. 

“They work four or five days,” | 
one said.. “Then give out, They 
come back as soon as they are 
able.” 

Lung Diseases. 

Tiiness is one of the problems 
the Government is studying care- 
fully but so far no new recom- 
mendations have been made. Sili- 
cosis and other lung diseases con- 
tinue to take a heavy toll. In 
one valley there were more than 
600 applications for medical cer- 
tificates among 24,000 workers in 
the first six months this year. 


Three hundred of these already 
have been certified—a death sen- 
tence within five years. The num- 
ber would be higher except that 
British compensation laws fail to 
cover related lung disorderg which 
are almost equally crippling but, 
so far, officially unrecognized. 

Hopes are expressed that frac- 
ture clinics will soon be estab- 
lished and contribute to the labor 
supply by speeding return to the 
pits of injured workmen. Con- 
valescence sometimes seems un- 
necessarily long. 

An important additional factor 
is the increased average age of 
these workers, Since the war's 
beginning the average has _ in- 
creased four or five years." It is 
not unusual at all to see men in 
their 70s coming from shafts in 
work clothes after seven and one- 
half hours on “face.” 

“I’m all right,” said one. “I’m 
only 60.” There was special em- 
phasis on “only.” 

Another I met at his cottage, 
surrounded by his family, was al- 
most 70. He had stopped work- 
ing in the mines two years ago 
and after 53 years underground, 
not because of his age but because 
the mine was worked out. He is 
now employed in a sheet steel 
mill. 

As background for all other 
factors, however, is the war Brit- 
ish miners have deen fighting for 
their own existence for genera- 
tions. They are bitter about their 
experiences following the last 
war, They are not altogether con- 
vinced that what follows this will 
be any better, but in one sense, 
they have achieved a miracle of 
patriotism.

Denial Cripps 
Was Stabbed in 
Back By London 


Story He Was 
Forced to Renege 
on Offers to In- 
dia Repudiated.

LONDON, Sept. 24. 

HARGES that Sir Stafford 

Cripps was “stabbed in the 

back” during Indian negotia- 
tions last April and was forced by 
London to renege on certain offers 
he had made to Congress leaders 
are repudiated here by the people 
who have reason to know just 
what happened. 

The charges which are made in 
The Nation, American weekly, by 
Louis Fischer, are similar to those 
previously made by Maulana Abul 
Kalam Azad, Moslem president of 
Indian Congress party. According 
to Azad, Cripps, at the beginning 
of the discussions, told the Con- 
gress that there would be a “na- 
tional government which would 
function as a. cabinet and that 
the position of the Viceroy would 
be analogous to that of the King 
of England vis-a-vis his cabinet.” 

Azad made this statement in a 
letter to Cripps on April 14 and 
the failure of Cripps, in reply to 
Azad on the same day, to deny the 
charge is taken by Fischer to con- 
stitute circumstantial proof that he 
did offer the Congress such a 
proposition. 

People here who know the inside 
story say in reply to this accusa- 
tion that, first, Cripps never at 
any time suggested that the Indian 
Viceroy’s Council should act dur- 
ing wartime with powers analogous 
to those of the British cabinet 
and, second, that he never sug- 
gested that the Indians should con- 
trol the defense of India over the 
head of Allied commander in 
chief, Gen. Sir Archibald P. Wa- 
vell, and finally, that “at no stage 
in the proceedings was there any 
difference between Cripps and the 
Government on any matter of 
principle.”

He gave Joseph Stalin a large, 
thick, square envelope containing a 
personal message from President 
Roosevelt at a conference with the 
Soviet’ Premier in the Kremlin 
last night. 

Stalin and Willkie, President 
Roosevelt’s personal representative 
who is on a tour of strategic world 
centers from Cairo to Chungking, 
talked for two hours. 

With them was Vyacheslav Molo- 
tov, Soviet Foreign Commissar, who 
visited Allied war leaders in Lon- 
don and Washington last spring 
and returned with an announced 
complete understanding on “the 
urgent tasks of creating a second 
front in Europe in 1942.” 

To date Willkie has talked to 
the highest officials of the Gov- 
ernment and to workers in fac- 
tories. They all expressed appre- 
ciation for aid from the United 
States and Britain, but Willkie 
said it was apparent that. what 
they really want is a second front. 

Unless one is created, they are 
going to feel terribly let down, he 
asserted. 

It wag assumed here that Will- 
kie will report to President Roose- 
velt the growing coolness of the 
Russians toward their allies. 

After seeing Stalin he said noth- 
ing that would indicate he did not 
discover a feeling of disappoint- 
ment there, too. 

Soviet newspapers published large 
pictures of Stalin and Willkie on 
their front pages. 

Before his meeting with the pre- 
mier, Willkie was shown the de- 
fenses of Moscow and said they 
were “the most impressive of any 
city I’ve seen this year.” 

“IT believe Hitler would have a 
very tough job ever taking Mos- 
cow,” he added. 7

L. Willkie talked with Premier 
Stalin, continuing his role of in- 
quiring reporter in the Soviet 
Union. Participating in the con- 
versations were Gardner Cowles, 
domestic director of the ‘Office of 
War Information, and Joseph 
Barnes, former American corre- 
spondent in Moscow, who accompa- 
nied Willkie here and acted as in- 
terpreter. 

The Willkie visit to the Kremlin 
marks the third call on Stalin by 
a personal representative of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt since Russia was 
invaded. Other visits were by the 
President’s personal adviser, Harry 
L. Hopkins, and Admiral] William 
H. Standley upon his arrival as 
American ambassador to Moscow. 

It was known in advance that 
Willkie had some important things 
to tel] Stalin about the American 
people’s attitude toward the war as 
well as instructions of the Presi- 
dent to carry out. It may also be 
safely assumed that Stalin ex- 
pressed the Russian people’s atti- 
tude toward the war and that both 
spoke with great frankness. 

The important aspect of the con- 
versation is the fact that Russia’s 
chief of state and American lead- 
ers are beginning at last to lay the 
basis of personal contacts and 
acquaintance. Such meetings as 
Willkie’s visit of last night cannot 
fai] to provide the Kremlin’s lead- 
ers with a better understanding of 
the United States’ war problems as 
well as war efforts—while afford- 
ing the Americans a better picture 
of Russia’s great struggle. 


Meanwhile, Willkie is still work- 
ing day and night discovering Rus- 
sia at war. He is undoubtedly one 
of the most inquiring persons who

“Suffering for Conscience Sake.” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N reference to the recent Mirror of 

Public Opinion article, “Democracy 
Extends to Pacifists”: 

The camps for the conscientious ob- 
jectors are, as the article says, a fine 
demonstration of religious freedom and 
respect for conscience under democracy. 
But, praiseworthy as their record of use- 
ful work may be, it should not be for- 
gotten that the conscientious objectors, 
with us, owe their very existence to the 
fact that they are living within a circle 
of safety, a circle of fire, a living circle 
of men who are giving their lives daily 
to stem the strong tide of aggression 
which threatens their country and all 
that they hold dear for themselves and 
humanity at large. 


It should be remembered that the men | 


who are doing the fighting are doing so 
because they have a conscience—a con- 
sciénce that is really more sensitive than 
the conscience of the conscientious ob- 
jector. There should be no hint or sug- 
gestion anywhere at any time that the 
conscientious objector has a sort of piety 
that is superior to the piety of the 

who is in there fighting. : 

We have a certain respect for the ob- 
jections of the sincere objector, but he 
does not carry his objections far enough. 
Our boys in the fighting forces object, 
like the conscientious objectors, to the 
destruction of human life and property. 
They detest this killing business. They 
hate the guns and grenades in their 
hands. They have an abhorrence for the 
whole bloody mess of modern warfare. 
But they object also to the destruction 
of all their cherished values which, under 
threat of the total war of ruthless and 
unscrupulous men, cannot be saved un- 
less sOmeone stands up with his fellows 
to make a wall of stalwart and sacrificial 
defense. 

Our boys in the military camps 
throughout the world are conscientious 
objectors in a deeper and nobler sense 
than the boys in the Civilian Public 
Service Camps in the woods. Let us 
have a care lest we glorify too much 
the conscientious objector who “suffers 
for conscience sake”; his conscience is in 
no sense superior to the conscience of the 
fighting man who is “suffering for con- 
science sake” in the agonies of the su- 
preme sacrifice.

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SOLDIERS OF GREED. 

“Cotton Ed” Smith, “Pass the Biscuits” O’Daniel 
and their farm bloc cohorts have donned gaudy uni- 
forms as Generals on the economic front and, with 
swords slashing the air, are leading the attack on 
the President’s wage and farm-price stabilization 
plan. Their objective is inflation. 

Having submitted, with tongue in cheek, to the 
President’s demand for the abrogation of the 110 per 
cent parity minimum on farm prices, they are now 
riding hell for leather to revise the parity definition 
so that it will include farm wages, and thus set at 
naught their acquiescence in lower ceilings. 

If they succeed—and Gen. “Cotton Ed” is predict- 
ing a 2-to-1 victory over worried administration 
leaders—they will not only have scuttled’ ,price 
stabilization at an anti-inflationary level, but they 
will also have made wage stabilization at present 
levels virtually impossible. The grim logic of 
necessity—the logic which demands bread and byt- 
ter, meat and potatoes for a man if he is to do a 
day’s work—will force wages up in direct proportion 
to the increase legislated into food costs. 

In other words, these soldiers of greed will have 
‘given the merry-go-round of inflation a good fast 
spin to start it picking up Yeal speed. But, of course, 
they will consider it a great victory. 
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THE NAZI AIR. FORCE IS NOT ASLEEP. 

‘Due largely to some ultra-extremists, there has 
arisen in this country a school of thought that holds 
forth on the cheery thought of winning this war 
in a rather painless way by simply pouring bombs 
on Germany. 

A London dispatch the other day told of the grow- 
ing feeling among aviation critics in Britain that 
bombing is not likely to prove a decisive factor. 
The Sunday Observer said that “the fascinating 
pronunciamentos of the Air Ministry may be in- 
tended more to frighten the enemy than as a true 
indication of our policy.” The article went on to 
suggest that best results could be obtained by com- 
bined operations such as the Dieppe assault. That 
seems a commonsense way of looking at matters. 

The advocates of any one weapon, or of any one 
branch of arms, lose sight of the fact that wars 
are won by the integration of the entire military 
machine, that one weapon takes over where another 
type reaches its limitations, that the interplay and 
teamwork of the whole is what achieves success. 

The doubt expressed by the British critics had 
its inception, according to the London dispatch, 
in the news that Germany is using three new types 
of planes: a Diesel-motored substratosphere bomber 
that does its work in the daylight at 40,000-foot al- 
titude; a bomber that has an eight-ton load capacity; 
a swift bomber that dashes in at low altitudes and 
is away before the Spitfires can catch it. The 
first plane would appear to be the equivalent of our 
| Flying Fortress and the second is the equivalent of 
the biggest British planes, while the third borders 
-on a new development, 

It all goes to show that the enemy can spring sur- 
prises the same as the United Nations can, that we 
must be constantly on our toes in seeking new de- 
velopments in the air and making the most of them, 
that we may have been counting a little too wan 
on the Nazi air force being asleep at the switch, 
and that our Flying Fortress successes may have 
gone to our head. .

News dispatches “which lend themselves to enemy 
propaganda can be as deadly as communications 
which disclose troop movements,” Mr, Price says.

But Axis propagandists are not 
checked in the least by censorship of news going 
to England. They do not depend on British sources 
for their information on American opinion. They

atives in this country. Berlin and Rome radio 
speakers comment frequently on news and editorial 
articles in American newspapers which have not been 
cabled to England. 

Then from whom is the news being withheld by 
this policy? From the British people. If they knew 
what Americans are saying and writing about India, 
Britons might be inspired to bring pressure on their 
Government to change its course. Settlement of the 
Indian crisis, not suppression of American comments 
about it, would stop Axis propaganda on that subject. 

Mr. Price has not done very well in defending a 
policy for which, after all, his office is not primarily 
responsible. It would be very interesting to hear if 
the State Department, which is understood to have 
requested the suppression, has any better explana- 
tion to give.

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THE CAMPBELL HOUSE IS SAVED. 

Stix, Baer and Fuller has done a gracious and gen- 
erous thing in buying the Robert Campbell house 
from Yale University and presenting it to the 
Campbell House Foundation for the people of the 
St. Louis area.

Dangers in a Special Session 


‘The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Deficiencies in State departments are no emergency and do not 
justify calling Legislature, newspaper says; special meeting would 
be costly and likely to cause trouble; Governor, “conscientious and 
meticulous,” is urged to resolve his doubts in favor of the people. 


From the Kansas City Star. 


HE people of Missouri could think of 

many things that might cheer them up 

this fall, but a special session of the 
Legislature is not among them. A special 
session is always expensive, and likely to 
cause trouble, In the past, it has been re- 
garded as a last resort in cases of extreme 
emergency. 

A special session appears to be a real 
threat this year. Gov. Donnell is consider- 
ing the question of calling the special ses- 
sion to appropriate funds for departments 
that are running a little short. This is no 
emergency. Deficiencies have always de- 
veloped in some departments toward the 
end of the biennium. And since no Legisla- 
ture can be a prophet, probably they always 
will, 

In the past, Governors have always per- 
mitted these departments, where necessary, 
to operate the closing months on a defi- 
ciency basis. The next Legislature then took 
care of them quickly with deficiency appro- 
priations. But. Gov. Donnell asked Roy 
McKittrick, Attorney General,

opinion on the legality of this practice. 
McKittrick said he thinks it unconstitu- 
tional. 

It is no accident that Gov. Donnell is 
the first Governor in a lifetime to question 
this simple; easy method of handling de- 
ficiencies. He is one of the most con- 
scientious and meticulous of men. 

We wouldn’t pretend to discuss the tech- 
nical points in the Attorney General's opin- 
ion. In the past, his opinions have been 
right sometimes and sometimes wrong. 

But there is no question that the Gover- 
nor’s anxiety to get every old and rusty 
piece of the law in its proper place has led 
him into a difficult situation. If he feels it 
is necessary to call a special session, nobody 
can know what to expect. If deficiency ap- 
propriations are ruled out permanently, 
every Legislature will have to appropriate 
extravagantly for all departments or risk. 
special sessions. 

If. there is a close question on the con- 
stitutional point, it seems to be a case for 
resolving it in favor of the people. 


Should Universities Editorialize?

INCE this is an era of transition and 

change, we might, it séems to me, re- 
examine the wisdom of the prevailing 
notion that even in trmes of world-shaking 
crisis the colleges and universities can best 
perform their tasks by taking no definite 
stand on either side of an issue, but by 
Pg nag maintaining a neutral point 
of view. 


Is it an indication of their strength or an 
indication of their weakness that the col- 
jleges and universities reflect the conditions 
of the times? . 


In the days immediately preceding the 
attack on Pear) Harbor, there was a divi- 
sion of opinion among the American people 
which was daily becoming more deep-seated, 
more pernicious and of a thoroughly alarm- 
ing scope and consequence. But the col- 
leges and universities—with, of course, a 
few notable exceptions — still did their 
utmost to continue their impartiality. 

Did: the colleges and universities per- 
form a public service to the American peo- 
ple by maintaining, in times such as those, 
a strictly neutral point of view? The tur- 
moil of those days invites, it seems to me, 
@ questioning of the role of the university 
in a time of world crisis. 


In a time of world crisis, then, what is to 
be the attitude of the colleges and universi- 
ties in the shaping and directing of an in- 
formed and intelligent public opinion? Are 
the universities prepared or equipped to 
supply leadership to those who look to them 
for guidance and direction? If it is pos 
sible for the colleges and universities to 
assume aggressive and decisive leadership 
in the shaping of a cool and reasoned pub- 
lic opinion, then just how is this leader- 
ship to be supplied? 

A great newspaper can speak editorially. 


By thus speaking editorially, the paper 
leaves no doubt in the minds of its readers 
as to the side of the issue which it accepts 
and champions. Is it possible for a univer- 
sity to speak editorially, and thus to leave 
no doubt in the minds of the public as to 
the stand it takes or as to the reasons 
which prompted the decision? 

If a university wished to speak editor- 
ially, how would it do so? Would it speak 
through its president or chancellor, through 
its governing board, through a committee 
of the faculty especially appointed for the 
task, or through a combination of arrange- 
ments? 

It is, of course, the right and duty of 
academic institutions to urge and to tolerate 
a range and diversity of opinion. A unive 
sity speaks impartially and miscellaneo 
through all the members’ of its academic 
family. But in turbulent and explosive 
times, is it wise for the hazardous task of 
weighing and evaluating the conflicting 
conclusions? | 

It would, I am’ aware, be the shipwreck. 
and calamity of higher education in any 
country if the colleges and universities 
spoke editorially on every trivial and in- 
consequential issue of the times. But on an 
occasion of world crisis, when, in Shake- 
spearean phrase, the round world is shak- 
ing lions into civil streets and citizens to 
their dens, it seems to me that it is the 
as well as the high privilege of the 
leges and universities to make their 
goned and considered points of view 
erally and widely heard and understood.

high side wall and long rear ex- 
tension, was one of the first homes 
built in Lucag place, laid out by 
James H. Lucas in 1850. Lucas 
place—not to be confused with 
Lucas avenue, two blocks north— 
was the present Locust street be- 
tween Fourteenth street and Jef- 
ferson avenue. For a generation, 
it was the center of St, Louis 
wealth and fashion. 


John H. Hall, wholesale hard- 
ware merchant, built the house in 
1851, and it was a second owner, 
Mrs. Cornelia Wilson, who sold it 
in. November, 1854, to Robert 
Campbell, Indian trader. Camp- 
bell bought the adjoining corner 
lot, and built the stable on Fif- 
teenth street. 


Of Robert Campbell’s three sons, 
none married. and one, James 
Campbell, a former Yale student, 
died in early manhood, Hugh 
Campbell. became a recluse in the 
Locust street house, where his 
brother, Hazlett Campbell, a help- 
less invalid, was visited only by 
physicians and the family lawyer. 
Hugh died in 1931, leaving his es- 
tate to Yale in memory of his 
brother James, Hazlett, in the 
care of servants, lived until March, 
1938. He left an $1,800,000 estate, 
which under court decisions is to 
go to 161 collateral heirs, some 
of them residents of England and 
Ireland. 


A civic group, marshalled by 
Henry, Charles Nagel Jr. and oth- 
ers interested in preserving the 
house and its contents, visited the 
old home Peb. 17, 1941, and sur- 
veyed its treasures, most of which 
were still in their places. They 
were the first visitors, except the 
few with professional errands, to 
enter the premises in more than 40 
years. They saw the portraits of 
middje-aged Robert Campbell, his 
wife, Virginia, and two of their 
sons, over the heavy square mahog- 
any piano where Mrs. Campbell 
once played the new Strauss 
waltzes, They noted the absence 
of electire light fixtures, the chan- 
deliers being in the most modern 
gas model of the 1870s, Servants 
who in past years cared for “Mr. 
Hazlett” pointed out his mahogany 
bed and wardrobe, and the rear 
window through which he used to 
gaze at Olive street’s trolley cars 
and motor traffic. — 


A campaign of several weeks 
was successful in raising the 
money needed to purchase most 
of the furnishings of the house. 
Because of “war and high taxes,” 
the committee later reported, it 
was found impossible to go farther 
at that time, but Henry and his 
associates kept the Campbell 
House Foundation in being, in the 
hope that some individual or busi- 
ness firm would carry the under- 
taking to completion, as has now 
been done.

Now, after months of hardening 
on diabolical contraptions such as 
a-rope ladder bridge over which 
they pull themselves on their stom- 
achs with motions like chinning 
one’s self, balancing on poles over 
pits of barbed wire that have been 
smoke-bombed just to add to the 
difficulties, winging through space 
on loose wires and running uphill 
to scramble through culvert pipes, 
they are as finely trained as the 
Green Bay Packers. 


Startling to Britons. 

The behavior of the parachute 
troops in a few instances has 
caused mild consternation among 
villagers and farmers in the quiet 
English countryside, the officers 
revealed.

the Eustachian tube opens up and 
allows the air under pressure into 
the back of the throat. It is an 
absolutely necessary provision of 
nature, but it is the cause of all the 
origin of middle ear trouble. 

Because the throat is constantly 
full of germs, some of them from 
time to time naturally wander up 
the Eustachian tube and light and 
make lodgement in the middle ear. 

So, fundamentally, the way to 
prevent abscess of the middle ear 
is to safeguard the TEustachian 
tube. That is why the care of 
colds and sore throat is so impor- 
tant. 

True, under most circumstances 
middle ear infection passes off in 
the course of a few days or weeks 
and does little harm. But it is al- 
ways troublesome and may have 
complications that are very seri- 
ous.

THERE IS ONE other connec- 
tion to the middle ear besides the 
Eustachian tube and that is the 
mastoid collection of cells. No- 
bedy knows exactly what they are 
there for, yet they can cause very 
serious trouble if they become in- 
fected from abscess of the middle 
ear. They lie close to the brain 
and to the great veins of the neck 
and mastoid infection is likely to 
spread. 

The doctor called to see a sore 
throat, and especially a children’s 
doctor, has to keep all this series 
of events in mind. Every case of 
measies and scarlet fever is po- 
tentially an ear case because both 
of these diseases start with an in- 
tense throat inflammation. 

Taken in time, however, there 
is nothing that responds better to 
intelligent treatment than a mid- 
dle ear infection. It does not im- 
pair hearing, curiously enough, 
and with modern ear surgery it 
has become one of the most satis- 
factory diseases to treat. 

Questions and Answers. 

M. L.: Is it possible to have ad- 
hesions show up in an X-ray of 
the right side of the abdomen? 

Answer: Soft tissue, including 
adhesions, does not throw a shad- 
ow on the X-ray plate unless what 
is called contrast mediums are 
used.

Fruits and vegetables give 
an alkaline reaction and: it cer- 
tainly will not hurt you to eat 
plenty of them. Acid in the stom- 
ach can be helped with bicarbo- 
nate of soda. Foods good for acid 
in the stomach are those that ab- 
sorb acid like cream and lean 
meats. 


J. N.: Will a blood test such as 
ig given draftees when inducted 
into the Army show without doubt 
whether a man is afflicted with 
hemophilia (bleeder’s disease)?

For Declarer 


The bidding: 
South West 
1 heart 1 spade 
Double Pass 
Shearts Pass 
Pass Pass 
West, up. against it for a good 
Opening lead, selected the 


degree that East would be kept off 
the lead and prevented from re- 
turning a diamond through the ex- 
posed king. West won with the 
heart queen and, not wanting to 
break a new sui€, continued with 
the club queen. Declarer won with 
the king, drew trumps, then led his 
remaining club to the ace and, 
when the suit broke, played the 
fourth club so as to discard a loser. 

Unfortunately, at this particular 
stage the discard was not of much 
value, After hesitating between a 
spade and a diamond, declarer 
finally let go the spade deuce. He 
then returned to the spade. ace and, 
hoping the defenders would discard 
badly, cashed his two remaining 
hearts. West, however, held on to 
the king-queen of spades and the 
diamond ace, and declarer had tak- 
en -his last trick. The contract 
was down one. 

Now note the difference if de- 
clarer had not been in such a hurry 
to discard on dummy’s last club. 
The contract was makable in more 
than one way, but this would have 
been as good as any: When West, 
after winning with the heart queen 
returned the club queen, declarer 
should have won and cashed, not 
just two, but every trump. Then 
he should have led to the club ace 
and, when the suit broke, discarded 
a spade on the last club. 

This would leave a four-card po- 
sition: Dummy would hold the 
J-10-5 of spades and one diamond; 
East’s holding would not matter; 
declarer would have the A-3 of 
spades and the K-6 of diamonds. 
West would be “out of luck.” If 
he retained the K-Q of spades and 
the A-Q of diamonds, declarer, who 
would easily be able to read this 
holding, would play a spade to the 
ace and return spades, thus forcing 
a lead to the diamond king. If 
West chose to hold three spades 
and the blank diamond ace, de- 
clarer would lead dummy’s dia- 
mond and play the six spot from 
his own hand. It would require 
no great card reading to know 
that this would force out the blank
